Recent advances in the control of agricultural pests illustrated by a film 
entitled ‘‘ Pest Control,’”’ produced by Gaumont-British Instructional Films. 
[ Abstract. | 


The film deals with the control of weeds, and shows speeded-up shots of 
corn and weed plants growing in competition, fields badly infested with weeds 
and diagrams illustrating the competition for moisture and plant food between 
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weeds and corn. It also shows control of weeds with modern spraying machines 
and diagrams and close-ups explaining the selective action of certain weed- 
killers. © 

Of pests the following are shown: Cabbage Butterfly; Blackfly on Beans; 
Slugs on Cabbages; Pollen Beetle on Brassica Seed; Sitona on Peas; Carrot 
Fly; Strawberry Aphis; Red Spider on Hops. eh eee 

Diagrams are given explaining the principle of selective insecticides, and 
as an example of this selective action there is a series of shots of blackfly and 
cabbage aphis showing the colonies of the pests, the method of field fumi- 
gation, the reaction and death of cabbage aphis and the survival of the 
beneficial insects after treatment. As examples of beneficial invertebrates, 
shots are included of the centipede devouring a slug, and larvae and adults of 
ladybirds stalking and feeding on blackfly. 

The control of pollen beetle and Sitona is also shown. A close-up shot of 
Sitona shows this pest cutting notches on the margin of a pea leaf and its 
larvae feeding on the nodules of the pea root containing nitrogen-assimilating 
bacteria. 

A series of shots of the carrot fly follows, showing the method of sampling, 
the various food plants, typical shelter vegetation to which the carrot flies 
migrate, and the chemical control of this pest. 

Shots of orchard spraying show an automatic spraying machine in action, 
the leaves of apples and plums curled through aphis attack, red spider and red 
spider eggs. The film also shows red spider killed by dicyclohexylamine 
dicyclohexylphenate. 

Interspersed are shots of the research laboratories and contract-spraying 
services, showing how a scientific spraying contractor works,
